Harlan (Ky.) Grand Jury 
Suggests $535,000 Bond 
for Men Accused in Stan- 
fill Clash. 


HARLAN, Ky., July 26 (AP).— 
A special grand jury indicted 104 
persons today on charges result- 
ing from a battle between Nation- 
al Guardsmen and United Mine 
Workers (CIO) coal mine pickets 
June 14. The jury recommended 
bonds totaling $535,000. 

Two hundred sixty-one persons 
were arrested following the clash 
at nearby Stanfill in which two 
miners were killed and several oth- 
ers, including a National Guard 
Captain, shot or beaten, 

All are free under previcus bonds 
totaling more than $250,000. 

In the group indicted were Wil- 
liam Turnblazer, Jellico, Tenn., dis- 
trict U. M. W. president, and George 
Titler, Harlan, district union secre- 
tary. 

Turnblazer was charged with 
“banding and confederating,” an 
all-inclusive Kentucky charge, and 
conspiracy to hinder military or- 
ganization. 

Most of the others indicted were 
named in similar charges.

American Bombers Fail to Match 
Speed or Climb of Foreign Craft 


—Germans Hold 


Army Test Shows “Flying Fortress” to Be 
50 Miles an Hour Slower Than Italian Ship 


Altitude Record. 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP).— 
Air Corps officers held the belief 
today that American military 
planes are at least the equal of the 
best abroad despite the failure of 
the army's prized “flying fortress” 
bombers to equal German and Ital- 
ian records. They hinted that high- 
er standards might be expected 
from faster and more powerful 
planes nearly ready for first tests. 


Carrying a load of 11,023 pounds, 
one of the big bombers yesterday 
average 204 miles an hour for one 
lap over an official test course 
bounded by Langley Field, Va., Bol- 
ling Field in Washington, and 
Floyd Bennett Airport, New York. 

On the second 1000-kilometer 
(621.4 miles) lap, it made 200.9 
miles an hour. 

Under the same conditions, an 
Italian plane last year averaged 
just under 251 miles an hour for 
both laps. 

Three days earlier, another of the 
16-ton four-motor army bombers 
carried the same load to an alti- 
tude of 23,800 feet, contrasted with 
the international record of 30,551 
feet set with a German junkers 
plane last year. 

Further, though there was no di- 
rest comparison, several score Brit- 
ish Army Blenheim bombers av- 
eraged some 250 miles an hour in 
a flight over France which almost 


| coincided with the American speed 
trials. 

Without undertaking to apolo- 
gize for the performance of the 
planes, which last year made a 
spectacular round trip to “Buenos 
Aires, aviation experts noted: 

The flights were under “routine 
service conditions” to test planes 
that were not prepared in any way 
for an assault on records. There 
is widespread belief among Amer- 
ican flyers that some of the for- 
eign records were hung up by spe- 
cial racing planes which could not 
be classified as strictly service 
types. 

The air corps bombers were of a 
comparatively old type, soon to be 
superseded. 

On one lap, fog forced the bomb- 
er to circle five times around 
Floyd Bennett airport and descend 
to 900 feet to be identified. 

At a signal from President Roose- 
velt, the Army Air Corps expects 
to send some 1200 warplanes in 
mass flights over 64 cities on Aug. 
2, thirtieth anniversary of the mili- 
tary plane.

LONDON, July 26 (AP). — The 


‘Royal Air Force is reported to be 


keeping a keen watch on England's 
east coast, following the appear- 
ance in recent weeks of German 
military aircraft which may have 
actually crossed the English coast 
line. The report, made by Capt. 
Norman MacMillan, the Daily Mail's 
air correspondent, said the German 
machines apparently have been en- 
gaged on “specific exercises Or nor- 
mal routine training flights.”

Enrollment at the 31 schools 
where hazards were listed in the 
survey was 30,703 at the start of the 
last quarter. 

Post-Dispatch reporters have in- 
spected some of these schoolhouses, 
learning additional details as to the 
hazards. 

An outstanding case was the 
third-floor auditorium of the Baden 
School, 8724 Hall’s Ferry road, seat- 
ing 200 persons on folding wooden 
chaixs and used regularly for vari- 
ous purposes. There is a wooden 
stage, arched ceiling of wood panel- 
ing and a wooden floor laid on con- 
crete. 

The only regular exit is through 
a wooden door to an open con- 
crete stairway leading to the main 
lobby exit, with a right-angle turn 
on each flight. The upper flight 
is 37 inches wide, but wooden hand- 
rails reduce the useful width, 
making space ordinarily for two 
persons abreast. Another wooden 
door near the stage’ gives access 
to an interior fire escape in a 
tower. This is a narrow, steep, 
iron, circular staircase, wide

enough for only one, person, The 
only exit from the tower, which 
has windows, is a door in the 
‘main lobby. 

| At the Oak Hill School. 

| A similar condition exists at the 
third-floor auditorium of the Oak 
Hill School, 4300 Morganford road, 
‘seating 300 persons and used al- 
most daily for music classes, or- 
chestra rehearsals, parent-teacher 
meetings and plays. However, 
‘there is no sort of fire escape in this 
‘instance. A wooden double door

There is another third-floor au- 
ditorium, seating 225 persons, at 
the Walnut Park School, 5814 Thek- 
la avenue. The school janitor re- 
ported it had not been used for 
about five years. The wooden 
folding chairs are stored in an 
anteroom,. There is a wooden stage 
and the ceiling has decorative 
wooden beams. The concrete floor 
has a composition surface. Only 
one stairway serves ar an exit; de- 
signed similarly to that at the 
Baden School, it has a right-angle 
turn and is about four feet wide, 
but useful width is reduced to about 
a yard by the handrails, leaving 
room for two persons abreast.

Harry Koplar, who has had his 
ups and downs in motion picture 
theater business, seems to have 
struck one of the ups when he sold 


the St. Louis Theater to the Radio- 
Keith-Orpheum interests in 1929. 
Not only have he and his associates 
got the theater back but they are 
now to receive 76,500 shares of new 
R-K-O stock, in the reorganization 
of that company, for their claim 
growing out of the 1929 sale. 

The new R-K-O shares, which 
will be distributed to general cred- 
itors on the basis of 10 shares for 
each $100 in claims, are reported to 
be selling for $4 a share in the 
over-the-counter market in New 
York. This would indicate a value 
of about $300,000 for the 76,500 
shares. 

These shares will be distributed, 
when the reorganizatiom plan for 
R-K-O becomes effective, to the 
stockholders of the old Metropolitan 
Theaters Corporation, which built 
the St. Louis Theater in 1929 at a 
cost of about $1,500,000. The prin- 
cipal stockholders, Koplar said to- 
dav, are himself, his brothers, Sam

TUS. PRISONERS BEAT 
GUARDS ON BUS, FLEE 


Take Officers’ Arms and Es- 
cape in Commandeered 
Auto in Virginia. 


THORNBURG, Va., July 26 (AP). 
—Seven of 22 Federal prisoners on 
the way from Atlanta, Ga, to 
Pennsylvania escaped from a De- 
partment of Justice bus near here 
today after overpowering four 
guards, taking their arms and com- 


mandeering an automobile. 

The guards were beaten and 
stretched on the floor of the bus 
while the prisoners donned the 
guards’ gray caps and drove for 
about a half hour over side roads 
off the heavily traveled Richmond- 
Washington highway until they en- 
countered a private automobile 
driven by Mrs. Ruby Lee Thurston, 
of Guinea, Va. 

Stopping her car, they forced 
Mrs. Thurston into the bus and one 
of the group followed in the au- 
tomobile for several more miles 
before she was released unharmed. 
The other six then left the bus and 
fled with the seventh in the car. 

A blackjack and two revolvers 
were reported taken from the 
guards three of whom were brought 
here for medical attention. Chris 
A. Laurson, officer in charge, called 
Virginia State police and Federal 
Bureau of Investigation authori- 
ties, who broadcast the alarm. 

The 15 prisoners who remained 
on the bus did not attempt to join 
in the escape and were taken to 
the Fredericksburg (Va.) jail. 

The guards treated here were be- 
lieved to have suffered only super~ 
ficial injuries, although they were 
severely beaten. They were Clinton 
E. Campbell, W. E. Godschalk and 
H. Glenn Cunningham.

One Familiar Face. 

No, there was no Dean and no 
Durocher and no Frisch, no Jack- 
son.

CONGRESS SHOULD STAND ITS GROUND. 

Senator Murray of Montana has announced Ise will 
offer an amendment to the spending-lending bill to 
restore prevailing wage rates on WPA projects. There 
are indications that this maneuver may have at least 
the tacit support of the administration. 

If Congress is stampeded into reversing itself on 
this score, without opportunity having been given 
even to see how the plan works out, it will be a 
cheap surrender to political pressure. 

The new rule is a healthy step toward establishing 
a proper distinction between work relief and normal 
employment. It is a proper step toward eliminating 
unfair discrimination among various classes of work 
relief employes. There is no sound defense to be 
made of a system under which one group of WPA 
employes gets $84 for working 42 hours a month, 
while another group is paid $60 for working three 
times as long. 

Nor can we find any flaw in the social logic of 
the section of the new law which specifies that the 
differential in pay among workers in different sec- 
tions of the country shall not exceed differences in 
the cost of living. If this is a sound principle in the 
wage-and-hour law, it is a sound rule for the Works 
Projects Administration. 

The strong stand which the WPA took on the re- 
cent strikes against the new law had unquestioned 
public approval. Congress should stand its ground. 
It is not the part of statesmen to shift policy every 
time a special interest stages a demonstration.

Able-Bodied Though Disabled. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T. LOUIS policemen, it has always 

been taken for granted, are able-bodied 
men. Recipients of-war veterans’ disabil- 
ity compensation, similarly, are assumed 
to be physically disabled men. How one 
individual can fit himself into both cate- 
gories would seem an impossible feat, 
without a stretching of requirements 
somewhere along the line. Yet 20 St. 
Louis police officers today are drawing 
disability pensions, and 18 others were 
recently on the list. 

The attitude of police officials on this 
paradox is a most puzzling one. The 
men are fit according to “our standards,” 
says Maj. Lambert, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners—“if the 
Federal Government chooses to pay them 
for some disability, that is none of our 
business.” Chief Glassco explains his re- 
fusal to make public the list of “disabled” 
policemen by saying: “We don’t want 
any kids running around a neighborhood 
saying to these men’g kids, ‘Your daddy’s 
a chiseler.’” 

Is the Police Department admitting 
that it connives at chiseling? Or is it ad- 
mitting that its. standards are too low to 
reject men considered disabled by the 
Veterans’ Administration? One of the 
other must be true, since the department 
seemingly tolerates its theoretically able- 
bodied officers collecting the taxpayers’ 
money for being allegedly disabled vet- 
erans, r.

His ‘Nutmeg’ Gives Page to 
Liquor Product — Space Said 
to Be Free of Cost.

“Mr. Broun's paper offered to run 
a free advertisement for us on its 
back page. It was explained to 
me that the offer was made with 
a view to suggesting to other ad- 
vertisers that our compAny recog- 
nizes the importance of Mr. Broun’s 
paper as an advertising medium. 

“IT was not asked to make, nor 
did I make, any commitments as to 
future advertising at regular space 
rates. 

“It did not occur to me to con- 
trast the readiness of Mr. Broun’s 
paper to promote the sale of Na- 
tional Distillers Products with Mr. 
Broun’s attempt as a Guild officer 
to promote a boycott, the unfair- 
hess of which has been vigorously 
condemned by William Green, 
president of the A. F. of L. and 
other labor leaders.”

It isn’t widely known, but 
last summer hr financed a stock 
company and produced and played 
the lead in the intense play, “Idiot's 
Delight.” Then he took the show 
on the road, still playing the- same 
role made famous by Alfred Lunt 
on the stage and Clark Gable in 
the motion picture. Critics gener- 
ally gave the transformed come- 
dian first rate notices for his per- 
formances. Baker is delighted to 
exhibit his scrap book to prove it. 

It was a long and rocky road 
that Baker took to success. One 
of his proud boasts is that he is 
the only performer on record to 
double his pay in two appearances. 
He received 50 cents for an ama- 
teur bit in Boston at 13 years of 
age. The next night he was in 
Fall River, Mass., wheré his piano 
playing won him $1, an increase 
of 100 per cent. That ended his 
engagements, and he had to saw 
two cords of wood to earn his fare 
home after appealing to the Police 
Department for aid. 

Back in Philadelphia at 15, he 
got a job as pianist in a movie 
theater, but deserted that when he 
had the opportunity to tour a chain 
of small time vaudeville houses on 


STAR, 

the Pantages Circuit. He switched 
from piano to accordion for the 
reason noted, and shortly there- 
after joined forces with a young, 
ambitious violinist, Ben Bernie. 
Their act, restricted entirely to 
music, was considered only fair. 
One night one of the team, they 
have forgotten which, interrupted 
a number with an impromptu wise 
crack. The audience liked it. Next 
night they ran jn several jokes, 
and had them “howling out in 
front.”
